Catherine de Medici prevuiled on Charles 
TX, of France to give the order for the mus- 
antre of 8t. . Bartholomew, 
which ahe boasted of to Cathulios and ex- 
outed to Protestante, greatly increased ber 
power, whivk she used unecrapulously, even 
ounaiving at the murder of her owa son 
when she considered him ao ebstuele to her 
advancement, She died amid the fierce, 
strife of wara, which she had caused, her uso. 
of political power haviog beeu uuly un io- 


j juty to the world, 


Madamo de Mualotenon. using the power 
which abe so long exercised over Luts 
XIV., instigated the Revocation of the Edit 
of Nantes. Ite most odivus features were 
her especial work, She had-beon: falas to 
her native oreed ; and she was determined 
that her fellow Protoatanta ahiould be equal- 
ly falec. She drove from the shores of 
France many of it best and most intelligent 
people, All the bhody history of that poriod 
was the reault of one woman’a worl. 

During the reiga of Louis XV, of France 
‘the Qunrt was under the absolute domixion 
‘of women, yet none of the instances of an- 
cient and modern immorality presenta such 
an astounding diplay of individual and 
national corruption as do those of the time 
when Madame de Pumpndopr ruled tho king 
of France. She did nothing for the allovia- 
tion of hujaann wretuheduees during those 
twenty yeora of power and splendid oppor- 
tusity, She wus largely to blame fur'the 
evila in Church and Stato which caused the 
reylution and overturned all in one comtaon 
run, Dut he and her sucocesor, Madame 
Du Barty, furcish prevf that there .are 
wowen whore advaucement to high positiuns 
would only inorese evil influences; and 
there ars many puch who would qtiokly 
ageing the enluryod epportunilics of suffruga, 
while many good wumen, engrossed with 
home cares, would ba indifferent to the val- 
lot, Woman's record in the fleet Franch 
revolution was one of cruelty aud horror.
